More than just a name 


‘‘No,” was the answer given by sophomore Eric Hawkins when asked if he knew 
who Thomas Dale was. Indeed, that’s the common response of most students who 
were asked if they knew for whom the school was named. 

Thomas Dale is not just a name randomly selected from the pages of a history 
book and slapped across the front of our school. Thomas Dale was a real person 
who made a number of significant contributions to Virginia during the early 1600’s. 

In 1599, Thomas Dale was in a sense drafted into English military service by the 
Earl of Essex. After years of dedicated training, he received the title of Sir Thomas 
Dale on June 16, 1606. 

Sir Thomas Dale was sent to Jamestown by the London Company in hopes of 
restoring order to the colony. In 1611, Dale arrived in Virginia with three ships full 
of settlers and supplies. Upon his arrival Dale served as temporary governor for 
four months, making him the first governor of Virginia. Dale served only a four- 
year term as governor; his successor was Sir Thomas Gates, who would govern 
until 1614. 

After Gates’ departure, Dale once again became governor of the colony; this time 
he would carry out his original mission. Dale’s time as governor would last two 
years and would prove to be incredibly harsh on the citizens of Jamestown. 

Dale allegedly enjoyed hanging people by their toes and putting others in the 
stocks for the most minor of offenses. Dale instituted these harsh laws and punish- 
ments to keep those in the colony in line. On a positive note, Dale would help 
Jamestown overcome famines, epidemics and Indian attacks. During his reign, 
Dale also instituted the cultivation of tobacco and founded Henricus and Dutch 
Gap. 

At the end of Dale’s term as governor in 1616, he received a new mission that 
took him to the other side of the world. This time the British government gave Dale 
a fleet of naval ships to take to India in hopes of establishing a permanent colony 
there. Dale traveled to India, engaging the Dutch navy en route and defeating them 
on several occasions. He arrived in India in early 1619 and set up camps for his 
men. Afterwards, Dale conducted many private expeditions, exploring the wilds of 
India. Eventually, Dale returned in poor health to the now-growing colony. He 
died of a fever soon after his return in August of 1619. 

The name Sir Thomas Dale is not only synonymous with the name of our school, 
but also with his bravery and perseverance that helped shape the land and behavior 
of early Virginia.

Changes 4unce the beginning 


The current Thomas Dale High School building is home to many students. Little 
do they know that this is actually the school’s second building. 

How is that possible? 

For starters, the current location of Chester Middle, the school that houses sixth, 
seventh, and eighth graders, was the very first, called Chester High School at the 
time. 

Founded in 1906 with a total of 12 students and one teacher, that building repre- 
sented the start of the Bermuda School District. 

The school soon became known as Chester Agricultural High School, where an 
all-male class of students came to learn the essentials of farming. 

Farming in the state soon became obsolete, so in 1942 the building became 
known as Thomas Dale High School, named after the first governor of Virginia: Sir 
Thomas Dale. 

A change came to Thomas Dale in 1964; a new school was built as the older 
building was renovated and turned into Chester Intermediate School for the sixth, 
seventh, and eighth graders. The newer school was larger and contained better 
conditions for not only teaching but also for students. 

As the population of Chester began to grow, the school’s population began to 
grow as well, even to the point that freshmen were moved over to the former 
Carver High School in the early 1970s. This was the first time Carver was called 
“Thomas Dale West Campus.” 

This continuing boom in school population forced the school board to use the 
renovated Carver High School to create Thomas Dale West Campus for the ninth 
grade class, an idea that was discarded in the ’80s and finally brought back for the 
°97-’98 school year and beyond. 

Changes were made over a 20-year period where the ninth grade class was 
toggled between middle and high school. It was last changed in 1994 with the na- 
tionwide intent to include ninth graders in the high schools. 

Bidding began on new renovations in 1996, and the actual project began in spring 
of 1999. Renovations remain underway. 

The school’s history has seen many ups and downs, curves and colors, but one 
thing is certain: Thomas Dale is home.

After a brief period in which 
we received loads of paperwork for our 
parents to fill out, it was time to go to the 
first classes of our high school careers. 

Each of these classes seemed to pass 
quickly because the bulk of the period was 
consumed by listening to teachers explain 
what we would be doing for the rest of the 
year and what supplies we needed. 

Lunch enabled me to find out whom I 
would be spending lunch with for the rest 
of my odd-day classes during freshman 
year.

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Analyzing the mind of Shakespeare 


Often high school students think of 
_ William Shakespeare’s works as long, 
_ melodramatic plays with words that no one 
can understand. However, some students 
decided to give The Bard another shot and 
signed up for this year’s Shakespeare class. 
When asked why she wanted to take this 
course, senior Sarah Brown answered, “I 
wanted to broaden my horizons concerning 
literature.” With the help of Ms. Sonja Mix 
and her exciting teaching methods that are 
fun, Brown achieved her goals. 


The class was broken down by semesters. 


During the first semester, the focus was on 

comedies and histories, while the second 
semester focused on tragedies. The plays 

read in class consisted of: A Midsummer 

Night’s Dream, The Taming of the Shrew, 

The Merchant of Venice, Henry IV, Hamlet, 
Othello and King Lear. 

When reading these plays, they did not
